RETAIL  PRICE  CUTTING 
MEANS  RUIN  TO 
MANUFACTURERS. 

Owing  to  the  close  attention  that 
many  manufacturers  give  to  the  de- 
tails of  their  business,  such  as  seeing 
that  their  products  are  properly  made 
and  marketed,  etc.,  they  entirely  over- 
look one  of  the  fundamental  essentials 
of  the  whole  investment,  and  that  is, 
the  good  will  that  their  goods  are 
receiving  among  the  wholesale  and  the 
retail  trade. 

The  manufacturers  first  desire  is  to 
obtain  a living  for  himself  and  em- 
ployees, and  to  receive  a fair  revenue 
upon  his  investment.  This  is  also 
the  first  desire  of  all  wholesale  and 
retail  merchants.  Hundreds  and  hun- 
dreds of  manufacturers  have  been 
ruined,  and  they  have  never  been  con- 
scious of  the  real  cause.  They  have 
charged  the  lack  of  success  to  want  of 
capital,  to  over  and  unfair  competition 
to  the  over  reaching  greed  of  labor, 
to  low  tariffs,  and  to  one  hundred  and 
one  other  causes,  but  theyTarely  ever 
discover  the  real  cause  until  it  is  too 
late.  The  same  desire  that  inspires 
the  manufacturer  to  be  successful  is 
common  to  all  commercial  classes, and 
this  one  common  law  of  commerce 
should  always  be  kept  in  view.  It  is 
hot  enough  that  a manufacturer  should 
say  that  as  long  as  I get  a profit,  the 
wholesaler  and  retailer  must  look  after 
themselves,  and  if  they  sell  my  goods 
at  cost  my  sales  will  increase  all  the 
more.  This  selfish,  short-sighted 
policy  will  always  be  a failure. 

The  history  of  successful  manufac- 
turers of  all  ages,  in  all  countries, 
shows  that  those  who  looked  beyond 
themselves  and  had  fixed  prices  for 
wholesalers  and  retailers,  are  the  ones 
whose  goods  are  household  words  to- 
day, and  they  are  the  manufacturers 
who  feared  no  competitor. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  manufac- 
turers who  made  large  investments  in 
plant  and  machinery,  made  goods  that 
were  a credit  to  any  country,  used 
every  legitimate  means  to  advertise  and 
introduce  their  wares  so  as  to  make 
them  known  among  the  wholesale  and 
retail  trade,  and  yet  were  unsuccessful 
The  real  cause  can  be  traced  to  the 
price  cutter.  The  retail  trade  recom- 
mended the  goods  to  the  consumer, 
the  goods  became  popular,  and  the 
price  cutter,  who  desired  to  obtain 


notoriety  and  to  sell  substitutes,  started 
on  his  campaign  of  ruin.  The  goods 
were  offered  at  cost,  his  sales  increas- 
ed, his  orders  grew  larger,  the  short 
sighted  manufacturer  was  delighted. 
While  this  performance  was  going  on 
the  wholesalers  and  retailers  who  desir- 
ed to  pay  their  just  debts,  were  look- 
ing around  for  a new  market,  which 
they  soon  obtained.  This. having  been 
secured,  the  sales  of  the  short  sighted 
manufacturer  began  to  get  less,  and 
the  only  market  that  was  open  to  him 
was  that  of  the  price  cutter  or  the  de- 
partment store.  His  market  therefore 
having  become  limited  the  depart- 
ment store  proprietor  and  the  cutter 
then  start  in  to  offer  reduced  terms, 
and  as  ready  money  is  required  to  pay 
for  labor  and  material  the  manufac- 
turer soon  finds  himself  facing  selfish 
buyers,  having  additional  competition, 
and  his  wares  unpopular  with  the 
retailers  consequently  they  soon  be- 
come unpopular  with  the  consumers 
and  the  end  is  ruin.  The  day  has 
gone  by  when  honest  retail  merchants 
are  going  to  sell  goods  at  cost  price, 
they  want  sufficient  to  pay  them  wages 
for  handling,  giving  credit  and  taking 
the  risk  of  carrying  the  goods  in  stock. 
A new  era  is  just  dawning  on  retail 
commerce.  Retailers  are  refusing  “ to 
be  hewers  of  wood,  and  drawers  of 
water”  any  longer,  and  the  officers  of 
the  Retail  Merchants  Association  of 
Canada”  although  they  have  been 
quietly  working  have  been  doing  a 
lot  of  hard  thinking  and  experiment- 
on  this  particular  subject  and  we  are 
now  ready  to  launch  our  plan,  and  we 
are  certain  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  we  have  the  mutual  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  fair  minded  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  throughout 
Canada  assisting  us  to  rid  the  com- 
munity from  the  vicious  price  cutter 
and  speculative  department  store 
gambler.  We  fully  recognize  the  fact 
that  many  wise  ones  will  smile  and 
say  “ well  the  theory  sounds  beauti- 
ful, but  it  cannot  be  done”.  To  those 
doubtful  ones  let  us  remind  them,  and 
we  desire  to  say  this  in  no  boastful 
spirit,  that  our  Association  has  never 
yet  taken  hold  of  any  proposition  and 
been  unsuccessful,  we  have  won  every 
battle  we  have  ever  fought,  we  have 
succeeded  in  every  campaign  we  have 
ever  entered  into,  and  we  will  succeed 
in  the  campaign  against  the  vicious 
price  cutter  because  our  cause  is  a just 
one.  We  know  we  are  right,  and 
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standing  upon  this  platform,  having 
behind  us  the  solid  support  of  all  the 
honorable,  fair  dealing,  lovers  of 
justice  and  fair  play,  from  among  the 
great  body  of  retail  merchants  which 
reaches  from  coast  to  coast  and  with 
the  added  strength  of  all  fair  minded 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  a great 
many  whose  support  we  have  already 
obtained  and  others  we  are  sure  of 
receiving,  we  give  notice  now  to  all 
unfair  competitors  and  price  cutters 
that  their  day  is  limited  and  that  their 
race  is  about  run. 

The  competition  of  the  future  will 
be  competition  for  excellence  not 
competition  that  brings  ruin.  The 
public  services  such  as  Railroads, 
Telephone  Companies,  Telegraph 
Companies,  Postal  rates,  &c , have 
fixed  retail  charges. 

The  legal  profession  have  fixed  retail 
rates,  and  all  their  bills  are  subject  if 
necessary  to  be  taxed. 

All  newspapers  have  fixed  retail 
prices  printed  upon  them,  and  the 
Government  when  they  sell  postage 
stamps  state  “ that  no  person  is  at 
liberty  to  dispose  of  them  for  any  less 
or  greater  price  than  their  face  value.” 
Most  Steamboat  Companies  compel 
all  excursion  parties  to  sell  their 
tickets  at  a fixed  price,  and  all  those 
who  cut  the  price  will  lose  the 
privileges. 

A very  large  amount  of  staple 
merchandise  is  now  sold  on  this  plan, 
among  the  latest  firms  to  adopt  our 
price  contract  plan  is  that  of  the 
Natural  Food  Company  of  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y,  who  manufacture  the 
celebrated  Shredded  Wheat  Biscuit, 
one  carton  sells  for  13c  or  two  for  25c 
these  prices  are  fixed  and  absolute  and 
are  sold  the  same  all  over  Canada. 
Retail  Grocers  every  where  know  that 
one  cannot  sell  below  the  other  and 
they  have  to  sign  our  contract  form 
before  they  can  obtain  supplies. 

This  plan  makes  it  fair  for  the 
customer  as  well  as  for  merchants, 
and  prevents  honest  dealers  who 
charge  a fair  pr  >fit  from  being  accused 
by  their  customers  with  overcharging 
when  their  prices  are  compared  in 
some  lines  with  the  speculative  cutters 
price.

The  Milk  Dealer’s  Section  of  the

BOUNDARY  MARKING. 

To  mark  the  international  boundary  line 
between  Alaska  and  Canada,  as  determined 
by  the  London  award,  aluminum  bronze 
posts  about  two  and  one  half  feet  in  height 
are  to  be  set  up  at  half-mile  intervals. 

Three  parties  will  be  put  in  the  field,  each 
composed  of  an  equal  number  of  Canadians 
and  Americans.  Each  party  will  consist  of 
about  ten  men  in  charge  of  a surveyor. 
The  survey  will  be  an  arduous  undertaking, 
and  only  a small  portion  of  the  boundary 
line  which  is  500  miles  in  length,  can  be 
permanently  located  and  marked  this 
season,  and  it  may  require  three  or  four 
seasons  to  complete  the  work.  During  the 
winter  season  it  will  not  be  possible  to  do 
anything  and  iu  some  parts  of  the  boundry, 
where  the  line  crosses  wide  glaciers  and 
mountain  peiks  it  will  be  possible  to  reach 
them  only  under  the  most  favorable  climatic 
conditions  in  the  summer.  The  British 
parly  is  made  up  of  Professor  W.  F.  King, 
the  British  International  Commissioner  and 
Chief  Astronomer  of  Canada,  and  C.  A. 
Bigger,  Chief  of  the  Canadian  Survey  party. 
Charge  of  the  American  Survey  party  will 
have  0.  H.  Tittman,  Superintendent  of 
th^  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey.

Held  in  Toronto  on  July  5th  and  6th. 

Some  Important  Legislation  to  be- Asked  For 

The  fifth  annual  convention  of  the  Dom- 
inion Board  of  “The  Retail  Merchants 
Association  of  Canada”  was  held  in  our 
Board  Room,  Toronto,  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  July  5th  and  6th. 

The  Convention  opened  promptly  at  2.30 
o’clock  on  Tuesday  afternoon  with  Presi- 
dent G.  J.  St  Leger  in  the  chair.  A large 
number  of  delegates  were  present  from  all 
parts  of  the  Province,  and  nearly  all  the 
leading  cities  and  towns  were  represented. 

President  S.  Corrigan’s  Address  of 
Welcome. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  President  S. 
Corrigan,  of  the  Toronto  Branch  who  de-

livered  an  address  of  welcome  to  the 
delegates.  He  stated  that  he  was  more 
than  pleased  to  be  able  to  welcome  the 
retail  business  men  from  the  sister  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Province  and  he  was  glad 
to  know  that  they  were  interesting  them- 
selves so  fully  in  kindred  subjeots  that 
were  common  to  them  all.  He  hoped  that 
much  good  would  result  lrom  their  gather- 
ing together  and  that  they  would  return  to 
their  respective  homes  feeling  that  we  all 
had  an  interest  in  one  another’s  welfare 
which  was  only  carrying  out  the  spirit  of 
the  Golden  Rule. 

Central  President  Mr.  G J.  St.Lkgek’s 
Address. 

Central  President  Mr.  G.  J.  St.  Leger 
delivered  the  opening  address.  'He  fully 
endorsed  what  had  been  said  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Toronto  Branch,  and  he  was 
pleased  to  tell  them  that  rapid  strides  had 
been  made  since  they  had  last  met. 
Organizers  had  been  placed  in  the  field  and 
they  had  done  good  work  and  he  desired  to 
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extend  to  them  at  this  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeding? his  personal  thanks  as  well  as  the 
thanks  of  the  members  for  the  excellent 
showing  they  had  made.  He  stated  that 
organizations  like  ours  were  becoming  more 
necessary  every  day.  The  business  affairs 
of  the  country  were  developing  at  a rapid

rate,  new  conditions  were  being  created 
constantly  and  in  order  to  protect  our 
retail  interests  we  must  be  united  together 
as  one  man  and  the  unity  must  be  far 
reaching  and  extend  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific.  Retail  merchants  he  said  re- 
presented the  middle  classes  and  in  all  ages 
of  the  world’s  history  the  middle  classes 
were  the  guardians  of  the  people’s  rights. 
Retail  merchants  stand  between  the  manu- 
facturer and  the  consumer,  they  are  the 
guardsmen  of  inland  commerce.  They 
assist  the  honest  manufacturer  to  make  his 
goods  popular  and  well  known  among  the 
consumers  and  they  safeguard  the  con- 
sumer against  the  unscrupulous  maker. 
He  believed  that  a brighter  day  was  about 
to  dawn  for  the  Retailer  which  would  mean 
a brighter  day  for  all  those  engaged  in 
commerce.  The  day  of  vicious  competi- 
tion must  cease,  and  the  day  of  competition 
in  excellence  must  reign.  Men  must  grow 
bigger  than  their  shops,  they  must  remem- 
ber that  “ we  are  our  brother’s  keeper,” 
that  the  true  religious  sentiment  that  impels 
men  to  worship  and  pray  for  his  fellow  man 
should  keep  him  from  “ preying”  on  him 
during  the  six  days  of  labor.  He  believed 
organizations  such  as  ours  were  doing  an 
excellent  work  by  bringing  men  into  closer 
fellowship  with  one  another,  and  in  enabling 
them  to  observe  a higher  code  of  ethics  in 
trade  which  he  was  very  sorry  to  say  seemed 
to  be  fast  passing  away. 

He  urged  upon  them  the  necessity  of  ex- 
pressing themselves  freely  at  this  gather- 
ing, and  desired  them  to  enter  fully  into  all 
the  discussions  on  the  subjects  that  would 
come  before  them  as  they  were  of  great 
importance  and  the  entire  retail  trade  of 
the  Dominion  would  be  either  benefitted  or 
otherwise  according  to  the  decision  of  their 
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deliberations  during  the  Convention 
Sessions.  He  thanked  them  for  their  patient 
hearing  and  for  the  careful  attention  they 
had  given  all  matters  that  had  come  before 
them  during  the  past  year. 

Reading  Communications. 

Communications  were  then  read  from 
Mayor  Thos,  Urquhart,  regretting  his  ina- 
bility to  be  present  owing  to  his  absence 
from  the  city,  from  President  Adam  Ballen- 
tine  of  the  Hamilton  Branch  who  was  unable 
to  be  present,  President  P.  Slavin  of  the 
Deseronto  Branch,  Secretary  S.  A.  Milligan 
of  Midland,  Ont  , President  William  G. 
Brown  of  Cowansville,  Que. 

The  Secretary's  Report. 

The  Secretary  was  pleased  to  meet  so 
many  faces  with  whom  he  had  become 
familiar  while  attending  the  Branch  meet- 
ings and  he  could  j-un  heartily  with  his 
fellow  officers  of  the  Toronto  Branch  in  wel- 
coming them  to  the  City  of  Toronto.  He 
hoped  that  next  year  every  Province  would

be  represented,  and  he  was  more  than 
pleased  with  the  rapid  growth  that  the 
Association  had  made  during  the  past  year. 
He  had  personally  attended  nearly  three 
hundred  meetings  during  the  year,  and 
twenty-seven  new  Branches  had  been  added 
to  our  number.  The  work  however  he  said 
was  only  commencing,  it  was  necessary  to 
have  every  City  and  Town  in  the  Dominion 
enrolled  and  then  we  would  be  a power  that 
would  have  to  be  reckoned  with.  He  hoped 
that  this  meeting  would  be  the  beginning 
of  a great  and  powerful  organization  of 
business  men. 

RECEIVING  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  read 
and  ordered  to  be  handed  to  the  respective 
committees  to  be  appointed  to  consider 
them,  and  bring  in  their  report  : — 

Re  By-Laws  and  Constitution. 

That  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  be 
amended  as  agreed  upon  at  the  last  Conven- 
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tiou,  and  that  the  draft  copies  as  submitted 
be  considered  by  this  meeting. 

Re  Dominion  Legislation. 

Resolution  1— That  whereas  our  Associa- 
tion has  from  time  to  time  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  to  the  unfairness  of 
the  law  which  discriminates  against  indi- 
vidual merchants  and  in  favor  of  corpora- 
tions regarding  any  action  that  may  be 
taken  against  them  in  the  Police  Court, 
that  this  meeting  take  some  action  to  have 
the  law  amended. 

Resolution  2— That  whereas  a large  num- 
ber of  petitions  have  been  signed  by  the 
members  of  our  Branches  requesting  the 
Dominion  Government  to  abolish  the  fees 
for  examining  the  weights  and  measures  of 
Retail  Merchants,  that  this  meeting  con- 
sider the  same,  and  take  some  action  in  the 
matter. 

Resolution  3— That  we  memoralize  the 
Dominion  Government  not  to  put  the  metric 
system  into  operation  until  such  times  as 
they  have  provided  experimental  stations  at 
various  points,  so  as  to  educate  the  mer- 
chants in  its  use. 

Re  Provincial  Legislation. 

Resolution  1— Whereas  a large  number 
of  requests  have  been  made  by  our  mem- 
bers in  almost  every  Branch  to  have  the 
Transient  Traders  and  Pedlars  License  Act

amended,  that  this  meeting  take  some 
definite  action  to  have  legislation  prepared 
on  this  matter  for  the  next  session  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature. 

Resolution  2 — That  there  has  grown  up 
in  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  now  com- 
mencing in  other  cities,  companies  operat- 
ing a system  called  “ Merchant’s  Exchange 
Tickets,”  and  other  similar  names,  and  as 
a large  number  of  our  merchants  consider 
the  system  an  injurious  one,  and  similar  to 
the  Trading  Stamp  System,  that  this  meet- 
ing consider  the  subject,  and  if  possible 
devise  means  to  abolish  it. 

Resolution  3 —That  whereas  a number  of 
our  Branches  have  requested  an  amendment 
to  be  made  to  the  Division  Court  Act  so 
that  small  debts  can  be  collected  in  a more 
simple  and  inexpensive  way,  that  this  meet- 
ing consider  the  advisability  of  having  the 
same  amended. 

Resolution  4— That  it  is  advisable  to 
obtain  an  expression  of  opinion  from  this 
meeting  as  to  whether  they  consider  that 
the  new  rate  of  taxation  as  applied  to 
Department  Stores  should  be  increased  to 
91.00  instead  of  50  cts. , and  also  that  the 
rate  applied  to  coal  and  wood  dealers  be 
reduced  to  the  same  amount  as  other  retail 
merchants. 


Re  Trade  Improvement. 

Resolution  1 . — That  whereas  a large  num- 
ber of  complaints  have  been  made  by  mem- 
bers of  our  Branches  that  the  present  system 
of  charging  cartage  at  both  ends  by  the 
railways  is  uufair  to  them,  that  the  same  be 
considered  by  this  Convention. 

Resolution  2. — That  whereas  considerable 
time  and  attention  has  been  given  by  various 
Sections  of  our  Association  to  the  subject 
of  bring  ng  about  a more  fair  and  equitable 
system  of  selling  merchandise,  and  as  we  have 
found  that  the  Price  Contract  Plan  is  the 
only  plan  yet  adopted  that  will  prevent  price 
cutting,  that  this  meeting  endorse  the  same 
and  adopt  means  to  protect  it. 

Resolution  3 — That  whereas  complaint 
has  been  made  that  mutilated  Coins  are 
being  freely  passed  on  retail  merchants  con- 
trary to  the  law  that  some  steps  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  same. 

Resolution  4— That  whereas  a large 
number  of  complaints  have  been  made  re 
garding  the  increased  rates  made  on  all 
classes  of  the  Retail  trade  by  fire  ‘insurance 
companies,  that  this  meeting  consider  the 
same  and  endeavor  to  suggest  a remedy. 

Resolution  5 — That  whereas  retail  mer- 
chants are  the  largest  class  of  subscribers 
to  the  Telephone  System,  and  the  largest 
users  of  electric  light  that  we  consider  at 
this  meeting  the  best  means  of  procuring 
these  services  at  a much  lower  cost  than 
we  are  now  paying. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE. 

By  Chairman  W.  B.  Rogers. 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  beg  to 
report  that  while  the  direct  work  done  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  confined  to  pro- 
tecting the  interests  of  the  Merchants  in  the 
Legislature  other  important  measures 
have  been  up  for  discussion  particularly  an 
amendment  to  the  Pedlars  and  Transcient 
Traders  Licence  Act,  and  a measure  to  pro- 
vide a more  simple,  less  expensive  and  more 
expeditious  method  for  the  collection  of 
small  debts. 

The  Committee  felt  that  in  view  of  the 
number  of  measures  affecting  different 
branches  of  retail  trade  that  were  before  the 
Local  and  Dominion  Parliaments  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  submit  any  further 
measures  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and 
the  matters  above  referred  to,  were  left 
over  for  future  action.  Respecting  Dominion 
Legislation. 

We  found  that  a measure  was  introduced, 
affecting  the  Milk  Dealers  Section  of  the 
Association — it  was  proposed  that  a can  of 
a supposed  uniform  measure  should  be  the 
Legal  Standard.  The  Milk  Dealers  pointed 
out  that  indentation  caused  by  usage  affected 
the  quantity  each  can  might  contain  and 
urged  that  the  milk  should  be  sold  by  weight 
if  any  change  was  made!  The  chairman  of 
the  Milk  Dealers  Section  with  the  Dominion 
Secretary  waited  upon  the  committee  of  the 
House  after  going  fully  into  the  matter  and 
persuaded  them  to  throw  out  the  bill. 

The  question  of  an  increased  tariff  on 
Woollen  Goods  was  fully  considered  and  the 
Government  urged  to  give  such  consideration 
to  the  matter  as  would  protect  the  interests 
of  the  consumers  equally  with  the 
manufacturers. 

In  the  Local  Legislature. 

A bill  was  introduced  whereby  Munici- 
palities would  have  the  power  to  operate 
Civic  fuel  yards. 

This  Legislation  would  affect  the  Coal  and 
Wood  Dealers  Section  of  our  Association, 
and  as  the  Toronto  City  Council  as  well  as 
the  Councils  of  other  Cities  and  Towns  had 
attempted  to  operate  such  yards  and  made 
heavy  losses,  your  Committee  opposed  the 
measure,  and  succeeded  in  having  it  thrown 
out. 


We  opposed  also  an  attempt  whereby  the 
members  of  our  “ Restaurant  Section 
would  have  been  greatly  inconvenienced  by 
a measure  to  preveut  Confectioners  or 
Restaurant  Keepers  from  employing  female 
assistants  before  8 o'clock  in  the  morning  or 
after  six  o’clock  in  the  Evening.  1 his  was 
also  thrown  out. 

The  most  important  measure  and  the  one 
which  required  our  greatest  effort  was  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Assessment 
Bill. 

The  measure  introduced,  had  it  become 
law  would  have  placed  a very  heavy  burden 
upon  every  Retail  Merchant  in  the  Province, 
and  relieved  the  Wholesale  and  Manu- 
facturing interests. 

Your  Committee  spent  considerable  time 
gathering  all  the  facts  necessary  to  oppose 
it,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  we 
succeeded,  and  by  having  a proper  organiz- 
ation we  laid  the  views  of  the  leading 
merchant:  from  all  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Province  before  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Provincial  House  and  in 
this  way  had  the  bill  changed  so  that  the 
Retail  interests  are  now  protected.  This 
work  was  done  at  considerable  expense  to 
the  Association  and  we  hope  that  all  Retail 
Merchants  whether  they  are  members  or 
not  will  recognize  the  value  the  Association 
has  been  to  them,  and  respond  accordingly. 

Considerable  remains  yet  to  be  done  to

improve  some  of  our  Provincial  and  Do- 
minion Laws  and  we  hope  the  good  work 
already  accomplished  may  go  on  and  prosper. 
On  behalf  of  the  Committee.  W.  B.  Rogers, 
Chairman. 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
was  received. 

President  Zieman  congratulated  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Iris  very 
able  and  successful  report.  He  said  that 
while  the  report  did  not  take  very  long  to 
read  yet  no  one  knew  the  time,  anxiety  and 
thought  that  the  members  must  have  given 
to  the  various  subjects  unless  they  were 
actually  engaged  in  the  work.  He  was 
more  than -pleased  with  their  success  and 
he  hoped  that  they  may  be  just  as  successful 
with  other  matters  that  would  come  before 
that  Committee  after  the  present  sessions 
had  clo-ed  He  therefore  had  much  pleasure 
in  moving  seconded  by  Secretary'  H.  C. 
Ellis  of  Ottawa  that  the  report  be  adopted. 
(Carried  amid  applause  )

of  the  Retail  and  Wholesale  Furniture 
Dealers  the  excursionists  arrived  home 
about  midnight  having  spent  a profitable 
and  enjoyable  day.

SECOND  DAY  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Promptly  at  HI  o'clock  a.m.  on  Wednes- 
day, July  2nd,  Central  President  G.  J. 
St.  Leger  opened  the  second  day’s  pro- 
ceedings of  the  fifth  Convention.  He  was 
pleased  to  see  so  many  cities  and  towns  re- 
presented which  showed  the  great  interest 
that  was  taken  in  our  Association  work  and 
hoped  that  the  good  work  done  would 
interest  those  who  have  not  yet  become 
members. 

The  first  business  of  the  day  was  to 
receive  the  reports  of  the  Committees. 

Committee  on  amendments  to  the  con- 
stution  and  by  laws,  brought  in  by  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  A L.  Geen,  who 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  gone  very 
fully  into  the  proposed  amendments  and 
were  now  ready  to  report 

Upon  motion  of  S.  A.  Brubacher,  of 
Berlin,  seconded  by  A.  L.  McPherson,  of 
St.  Thomas,  the  report  was  ordered  to  be 
read  and  then  taken  up  clause  by  clause. — 
Carried. 

After  each  clause  was  read  and  a few 
alterations  made  they  were  amended  as 
follows  : —

MERCHANTS’  JOURNAL  OF 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF 

The  Retail  Merchants’  Association 
of  Canada 

(incorporated) 

Adopted  at  a Convention  of  Retail 
Merchants  held  in  Toronto,  April  29th, 

1897.  Revised  July  6th,  1904. 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

See.  1. — This  Association  shall  be 
known  as  “The  Retail  Merchants’  Asso 
eiation  of  Canada,  ’ ’ Incorporated. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

See.  2. — The  membership  shall  be  con- 
fined to  Retail  Merchants,  their  managers 
or  representatives  doing  business  in  Can- 
ada, who  are  willing  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1. — To  safeguard  the  interests  of 
Retail  Merchants  of  the  various  trade 
sections  throughout  the  Dominion. 

Sec.  2. — To  endeavor  to  enlist  the  co- 
operation of  all  Manufacturers,  Produc- 
ers and  Wholesale  Jobbers  in  securing 
just  and  equitable  prices  on  all  classes 
of  staple  and  standard  merchandise. 

Sec.  3. — To  prevent  misrepresentation 
in  advertisements  claiming  to  sell  at  less 
than  cost  price,  as  it  brings  no  benefit  to 
legitimate  merchandising  and  destroys 
the  value  of  labor. 

Sec.  4. — To  regulate  the  disposal  of 
bankrupt  stocks. 

Sec.  5. — To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  securing  an  efficient  Insolv- 
ent Act,  improvements  in  Municipal 
Laws,  in  peddling  and  other  licenses. 

Sec.  6. — To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  improved  postal  regulations. 

Sec.  7. — To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  simplifying  the  collection  of 
debts. 

Sec.  8. — To  promote  a more  rigid  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  the  Adul- 
teration Act,  also  for  the  amendment  of 
the  same  wherein  deficient. 

Sec.  9. — To  promote  proper  equaliza- 
tion of  taxation  and  insuiance  rates. 

Sec.  10. — To  secure  closer  friendly  re- 
lationship and  good  fellowship  among 
retailers  and  with  all  organizations  and 
similar  associations  having  for  their  ob- 
jects the  advancement  of  our  mutual  in- 
terests. 

ARTICLE  111. 

Sec.  1. — This  Association  shall  be 
composed  of  Branches  throughout  the 
cities,  towns  and  villages  of  Canada, 
with  the  head  office  in  the  City  of  To- 
ronto. 

Sec.  2.— Each  Branch  shall  consist  of 
trade  sections,  hut  trade  sections  may 
be  formed  under  the  direction  ol'  the 
Dominion  executive  officers,  as  herein- 
after provided.  • 

Sec.  3. — The  executive  officers  of  each 
Branch  shall  be  President,  First  Vice- 
President,  Second  Vice-President,  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary. 

Sec.  4. — The  executive  officers  of  each 
section,  when  there  are  sufficient  members 
to  elect  them,  shall  be  Chairman,  First 
Vice-Chairman,  Second  Vice-Chairman, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary.  Where  there 
are  not  sufficient  members  to  elect  five 
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officers,  a Chairman  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Branch 
01,  if  necessary,  by  the  Dominion  Se  re- 
tary. 

Sec.  5. — All  executive  officers  of  the 
Branches  and  of  Sections  that  are  al- 
ready formed  shall  be  elected  at  Hie 
annual  meeting,  which  shall  l e the  first 
meeting  of  the  Branch  or  Section  in  each 
year,  and  which  shall  be  held  not  later 
than  the  1st  day  of  April,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  6. — All  votes  for  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  by  ballot;  a majority  of 
all  ballots  shall  elect;  no  votes  shall  be 
counted  unless  for  officers  nominated, 
and  all  nominations  can  take  place  at 
the  meeting  immediately  preceding  the 
meeting  for  election,  or  at  the  same 
meeting  on  which  the  election  is  held. 

Sec.  7. — All  past  and  present  execu- 
tive officers  of  all  Branches  and  Sc  tions 
shall  be  members  of  and  form  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  of  the  local  Branch.

ARTICLE  IV. 

THE  DOMINION  BOARD. 

Sec.  1. — All  present  and  past  executive 
officers  of  all  Branches  shall  constitute 
the  Dominion  Board. 

See.  2. — The  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers shall  be  Dominion  President,  Domin- 
ion First  Vice-President,  Dominion  Sec- 
ond Vice-President,  Dominion  Treasuier, 
Dominion  Secretary. 

See..  3. — The  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, which  shall  be  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Dominion  Board  in  each  year,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  4. — The  place  for  holding  the  next 
annual  meeting  shall  be  decided  upon  at 
each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5. — All  votes  for  the  election  of 
the  Dominion  Executive  officers  shall  be 
by  ballot:  a majority  of  all  ballots  shall 
elect;  no  votes  shall  be  counted  unless 
for  officers  nominated,  and  all  nomina- 
tions can  take  place  at  the  meeting  im- 
mediately preceding  the  meeting  for 
election,  or  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
the  election  is  held,  but  no  Branch  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  live  votes  for 
t lie  election  of  officers  or  for  any  ques- 
tion that  may  come  before  it. 

Sec.  C. — All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
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proper  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Dominion  Board  of  the  Association,  as 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  or  such  as  the  engaging  of  organ- 
izers, the  remuneration  of  officers  and 
assistants,  or  giving  the  consent  to  pub- 
lish any  oflicial  literature  under  the 
name  of  the  Association,  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  the  Dominion  Ex- 
ecutive officers,  »nd  they  can  appoint 
special  committees  for  special  work.  All 
chairmen  of  standing  committees  shall 
be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7. — All  communications,  com- 
plaints and  enquiries  from  local  Branches 
o!  Sections  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  but  no  action  shall 
be  taken  on  any  question  by  any  Branch 
or  Section  that  is  not  provided  for  in 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  unless  it 
is  ratified  by  the  Dominion  Executive 
officers. 

See.  8. — All  moneys  from  local  Branch- 
es or  other  sources  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Dominion  Secretary,  who  shall  keep 
a proper  record  of  the  amount  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  Dominion  Treasurer,  tak- 
ing a certified  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  9. — A proper  banking  account 
shall  be  kept  in  a regularly  chartered 
bank  convenient  to  the  head  office,  and 
all  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  deposited  therein,  and  all  cheques 
shall  be  drawn  and  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary and  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Sec.  10. — All  accounts  of  moneys  owing 
shall  be  certified  to  by  the  Dominion 
Executive  officers,  and  no  accounts  shall 
be  created  or  credit  obtained  without 

their  consent 

See.  11. — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  give  sufficient  bonds  to  cover  all 
moneys  in  their  possession. 

Sec.  12. — The  Dominion  Board  shall 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President  and 
Secretary. 

Sec.  13. — At  all  meetings  of  the  Do- 
minion Board  five  shall  be  a quorum;  or 
of  any  Branch  or  Section,  three  members 
shall  constitute  a quorum. 

Sec.  14. — Two  Auditors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  the  annual  meeting  to  auili'; 
all  books  belonging  to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

BRANCHES. 

Sac.  1. — All  local  Branches  shall  be 
•rganiaed  under  the  instructions  and  con- 
sent of  the  Dominion  Board,  and  they 
shall  receive  a charter,  and  sufficient 
Constitutions  and  By-Laws  for  each  mem- 
ber, upon  the  payment  of  their  per  cap- 
ita tax,  and  they  shall  be  known  as  the 
(city  or  town)  Branch  of  “The  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  of  Canada." 

Sec.  2.— The  membership  fee  shall  be 
two  dollars  per  annum,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  of  which,  together  with  the 
Branch  Secretary 's  report,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Dominion  Secretary,  who 
shall  forward  a receipt  for  the  same. 
The  remaining  fifty  cents  shall  bo  re- 
tained by  the  officers  of  the  Branch.  All 
organization  and  travelling  expenses  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Dominion  Board  except 
in  special  cases,  as  agreed  upon  by  both 
parties.  Every  member  desiring  to  with- 
draw from  any  Branch  shall  give  one 
month’s  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary previous  to  the  expiration  of  the 
payment  of  his  yearly  membership  dues. 

Sec.  3. — Where  the  services  of  an  or- 
ganizer are  not  required,  and  the  officers 
of  a local  Branch  collect  their  own  fees, 
tho  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum  per 
member  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Do- 


minion Secretary  and  one  dollar  retained 
by  the  local  Branch. 

See.  4. — All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
proper  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  local 
Branches,  as  set  forth  herein,  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  the  Executive 
officers,  who  shall  meet  once  a month,  or 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary. 

Sec.  5. — A register  of  members  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  all  Branches 
and  a copy  of  the  same  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Dominion  Secretary,  and 
the  names  of  new  members,  with  the  per 
capita  fee,  shall  be  forwarded  at  the  end 
of  each  month. 

See.  6. — All  questions  in  dispute  in 
local  Branches  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Dominion  officers,  who  shall  obtain  all 
the  facts,  and  upon  investigation  their 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7. — Each  Branch  or  Section  shall 
pay  their  current  expenses,  if  the  mem- 
bership fee  is  not  sufficient,  by  charging 
sufficient  duos  to  cover  the  same,  or  by 
making  a special  assessment  on  the  mem- 
bers, according  tp  the  decision  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  .any 
meeting  which  has  been  regularly  called. 

Sec.  8. — No  local  Branch  or  Section 
shall  be  dissolved  as  long  as  it  retains 
five  members,  and  no  local  Branch  or 
Section  can  become  separated  from  the 
Dominion  Board  unless  it  gives  six 
months’  notice  from  January  1st  of  any 
year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Domin- 
ion Board,  and  the  per  capita  tax  of  all 
the  members  of  said  Branch  or  Section 
must  be  remitted,  together  with  the  char- 
ter and  all  books,  receipts  and  papers  in 
cpnnection  with  said  Branch  or  Section, 
as  well  as  all  moneys  belonging  to  or 
standing  to  the  credit  of  said  Bianch  or 
Section,  either  in  the  Treasurer ’s  hands 
or  deposited  in  any  bank. 

Sec.  9. — The  agenda  or  order  of  busi- 
ness for  any  regular  Branch  or  Sectl  n 
meeting  may  be  as  follows,  or  varied  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  each: 

(a)  The  President  of  the  Branch  or 

Chairman  of  the  Section  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in 
Ms  absence  the  Vice-Presidents 
or  Chairmen. 

(b)  Roll  call  of  officers. 

(c)  Read  minutes  of  pievious  meeting. 

(d)  Read  correspondence. 

(e)  Reports  of  officers  and-  commit- 

teas. 

(f)  Unfinished  business. 

(g)  Payment  of  dues  or  fees. 

(h)  New  business  and  remarks  in  the 

interest  of  the  Association. 

(i)  Closing. 

Sec.  10. — The  election  of  the  Execu- 
tive officers  of  each  Branch  or  Section 
shall  take  place  at  the  time  set  forth,  and 
be  Composed  of  the  officers  as  set  forth 
in  Article  111.,  Secs.  3,  5,  0,  7. 

Sec.  1 1. — Any  Bran  ;h  or  Section  en- 
tering into  any  contract  whereby  any 
liabilities  will  be  incurred  will  have  to 
provide  for  such  liabilities  out  of  their 
own  funds. 

See.  12. — No  Branch  or  Section  of  the 
Association  shall  apply  Lo  the  Provincial 
Government  of  any  Province  or  to  the 
Dominion  Government  without  submitting 
the  same  before  the  officers  of  the  Do- 
minion Board,  and  a copy  of  any  pro- 
posed legislation  must  be  forwarded  to 
i he  Dominion  Secretary  in  time  for  tho 
consideration  thereof  fiy  the  Dominion 
Executive  before  such  legislation  is  a kid 
for. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

SECTIONS. 

Sec.  1. — Whenever  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  extension  of  the  work  of 
the  Association,  Trade  Sections  may  be 
formed  under  the  direction  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Dominion  Executive  officers, 
notwithstanding  that  no  Branch  Asso- 
ciation exists  or  has  been  formed  in  any 
part  of  the  Dominion  wherever  it  is  pro- 
posed to  form  said  Sections,  but  when- 
ever and  wherever  Branches  are  formed, 
said  Sections  shall  become  part  of  them. 

Sec.  2. — Wherever  Branches  haring 
Sections  or  new  Sections  have  been 
formed,  the  election  of  officers  and  the 
general  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  said 
Sections  shall  be  according  to  Article 
III.,  Secs.  4,  5,  6,  7,  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  same  general  rules  that 
govern  all  Branches  shall  be  followed  by 
all  Sections,  as  set  out  in  Article  5 of 
this  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  three  or  mire  Sec- 
tions of  any  line  of  trade  are  fermod  in 
any  part  of  the  Dominion,  the  Chairmen 
of  all  such  Sections  shall  constitute  a 
committee  to  be  known  as  the  Dominion 
Committee  of  that  Trade  Section. 

Sec.  4. — The  Dominion  Committee  shall 
elect  from  among  themselves  five  officers, 
according  to  the  manner  governing  the 
Dominion  Executive  officers,  as  set  forth 
in  Article  IV.,  Sec.  3. 

Sec.  5. — The  officeis  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Dominion  Committee,  First  Vico- 
Chairman  of  the  Dominion  Committee, 
Second  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Dominion 
Committee,  Treasurer  of  the  Dominion 
Committee,  Secretary  of  the  Dominion 
Committeee. 

See.  6- — The  head  i ffiee  of  all  Sections 
shall  be  the  head  executive  office  of  the 
Association,  and  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  work 
of  each  Section  shall  be  done  through 
the  Dominion  Secretary,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Dominion  Committee  of  each 
section. 

Sec.  7 — Each  Trade  Section  may  for- 
mulate rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  their 
own  business,  as  long  as  they  conform 
to  and  do  not  interfere  with  the  general 
welfare  of  all  sections  of  the  ret  .il  trade 
and  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  8. — This  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  may  be  changed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Dominion  Board,  but 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  must  be 
given  to  the  Dominion  Secretary  in  writ- 
ing two  months  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing, and  such  changes  shall  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  present. 

Sec.  9. — Any  conditions  that  may 
arise  after  the  passage  of  this  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  and  the  rules  of  pro- 
cedure that  are  not  herein  provided  for, 
may  be  decided  upon  by  the  unanimous 
decision  of  the  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers, but  said  conditions  shall  be  reported 
upon  at  the  annual  meeting,  ami  two 
months’  notice  must' be  given  before  the 
annual  meeting  to  have  said  conditions 
incorporated  in  this  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws. 


The  Committee  on  Proposed  Legislation 
for  the  next  session  of  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Legislatures  was  brought  in 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee, 
Mr.  M.  Moyer. 

Mr.  Moyer  reported  that  his  committee 
had  gone  very  fully  into  all  the  resolutions 
handed  to  them  for  consideration  and  he 
desired  to  report  as  follows  : 
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1st  Resolution — Dominion  Legislation  re 
the  law  discriminating  in  favor  of  cor- 
porations. 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  re- 
commend that  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  all  incorporated  companies  be  held 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  deeds  of  the 
company  the  same  as  individuals  are  held 
for  the  acts  and  deeds  of  their  respective 
business  and  that  an  amendment  be  asked 
for  at  the  next  session  of  the  Dominion 
Legislature.  Carried. 

2nd  Resolution— Dominion  Legislation  re 
abolishing  the  fees  for  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures. 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  recom- 
mend the  Association  to  take  active  steps 
to  have  the  collecting  of  all  fees  for  exami 
ning  weights  and  measures  abolished  and 
that  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Dominion  Treasury. 
Carried. 

3rd  Resolution — Dominion  Legislation  re 
Metric  system. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Dominion  Government  be  memorialized  to 
provide  suitable  experimental  stations  at 
various  points  so  as  to  educate  the  mer- 
chants and  the  public  in  the  general  use  of 
the  metric  system  before  it  is  put  into 
operation.  Carried. 

4th  Resolution. — Re  Trade  Marks  on 
Photographs. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  if  the 
various  Photographers  Sections  throughout 
the  Dominion  desire  the  same  amendments 
to  the  Trade  Marks  Act  as  presented  to  the 
Convention  by  Secrelary  Galbraith  of  the 
Photographers  Section  of  the  Toronto  Branch 
that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  requested 
to  ask  the  Dominion  Government  to  have 
the  Act  amended. 

Mr.  Galbraith  was  present  and  was  al- 
lowed the  privilege  of  addressing  the  Board 
on  the  subject. 

He  explained  that  an  injustice  was  done 
to  all  Photographers  by  compelling  them 
under  government  regulations  to  place  the 
following  words  on  the  face  of  all  photo- 
graphs which  they  desired  to  Copy  right : — 
“ Entered  according  to  act  of  the  Parliament 

of  Canada  in  the  year  by  ” ; and 

that  this  great  amount  of  printing  or  letter- 
ing on  the  face  of  a photograph  disfigured 
it.  He  suggested  that  the  words  copyright 
by  be  sufficient. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 
5th  Resolution.  — Re  Province  of  Ontario 
Legislation. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
Transient  T raders  and  Pedlars  License  Act 
be  amended,  and  that  this  subject  be  taken 
up  at  once,  and  legislation  be  asked  for  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Considerable  discussion  then  took  place 
regarding  the  amount  that  should  be  charged 
Pedlars  and  Transient  Traders.  The  feel- 
ing was  strong  in  favor  of  some  radical 
changes  in  the  present  laws  covering  the 
present  act.  A number  of  opinions  were 
expressed  and  vaiious  amendments  to  the 
present  act  suggested.  It  proved  a decided- 
ly complicated  and  interesting  subject  and 
was  finally  disposed  of  by  the  following 
motion  by  F C.  Higgins  seconded  by  Mr. 
T.  F.  Kingsmill,  London. 

That  the  question  of  Tedlars  and 
Transient  Traders  Act  be  referred  to  the 
Legislation  Committee  with  power  to  con- 
sult a solicitor  and  draft  a bill  to  be  sent  for 
approval  to  the  various  branches  of  the 
Associa' ion  before  presenting  same  to  the 
legislature.  The  motion  was  carried  with- 
out dissent 

6th  Resolution. — Re  Coupons,  Merchants 
Exchange  Tickets,  Premiums,  Ac. 

The  Committee  considered  that  the  giving 
of  all  coupons,  exchange  tickets  or  similar 
devices  are  injurious  and  unfair  and  that 
we  take  every  means  to  abolish  the  same. 


Considerable  discussion  followed  this  re- 
port, and  all  present  were  unanimous  that 
the  system  was  one  of  bribery  and  had  an 
evil  effect  on  all  classes  of  the  trade 

Mr.  W.  Farrar  of  Hamilton  delivered  an 
excellent  address  on  the  subject,  he  went 
very  fully  into  all  the  evils  that  follow  in 
the  train  of  giving  Prizes,  Coupons,  Ex- 
change Tickets,  Ac.  He  spoke  very  highly 
of  the  amount  of  good  work  that  the  Asso- 
ciation had  done  by  introducing  Legislation 
to  abolish  Trading  Stamps  and  thought  that 
the  new  schemes  were  on  a par  and  that 
with  united  effort  we  could  soon  clear  the 
community  of  these  new  innovations. 

Mr.  A L Geen,  of  Belleville,  considered 
that  all  schemes  that  offered  the  public 
something  for  nothing,  were  based  on  a 
system  of  bribery  and  were  immoral.  Goods 
should  be  sold  at  their  value,  and  if 
Merchants  could  afford  to  give  away  prizes, 
coupons  or  bribes  they  should  put  the  value 
of  such  things  into  the  goods  or  reduce  the 
price  of  the  articles  that  the  bribes 
accompanied. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard, 
seconded  by  B.  W.  Zieman  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  be  adopted  and  that  the 
Legislative  Committoe  be  authorized  to 
confer  with  the  Solicitor  and  prepare  such 
amendments  to  the  present  act  as  would 
prevent  the  giving  of  all  such  inducements 
in  trade.  Carried. 

7th  Resolution — Re  amendment  to  the 
Division  Court  Act  to  simplify  the 
collecti  n of  small  debts. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
amendments  as  suggested  and  introduced 
by  the  Solicitor  be  adopted.  They  were 
then  read,  which  areas  follows  : 

Proposed  Leoislation  for  the  Collection 

of  Petty  Debts,  Province  of  Ontario. 

1.  Any  or  more  of  His  Majesties  Justice 
of  the  Peace  may  receive  the  complaints 
upon  oath  of  parties  complaining  that  any 
sum  of  money  is  due  to  them  for  goods 
supplied  to  the  extent  of  $100  00  or  less, 
who  may  cause  all  parties  concerned  to 
appear  before  him  or  them,  and  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  complaint  in  a summary 
manner. 

2.  Complaints  may  be  heard  in  any 
town,  city  or  township  in  which  the  person 
complained  against  is  found,  or  which  the 
contract  was  made. 

3.  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Government  for  the  hearing  of  com- 
plaints to  be  known  as  Civil  Justices  of  the 
Peace  who  will  have  only  jurisdiction  to 
try  complaints  of  a civil  character  under 
the  proposed  Act. 

6.  The  total  charge  for  fees  to  magis- 
rate  for  receiving  complaints  and  issuing 
summons  to  be  twenty-five  cents. 

7.  The  complainant  to  have  the  right  to 
serve  his  own  summons  either  by  himself  or 
his  agent. 

8.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  now  ap- 
pointed and  Police  Magistrates  to  have 
jurisdiction  under  the  proposed  act. 

9.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  have  the 
power  to  make  orders  for  the  payment  of 
judgments  by  instalments  and  in  default  a 
distress  warrant  may  be  issued,  also  power 
to  commit  any  judgment  debtor  not  less 
than  ten  days  or  more  than  thirty. 

10.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  have 
right  to  issue  garnishee  summons  where  the 
complaint  alleges  that  some  third  party  or 
parties  are  indebted  to  the  defendant  and 
to  have  power  to  make  orders  against 
garnishees  or  third  parties  for  any  sum 
found  to  be  due  to  the  defendant. 

11.  Where  it  is  fonnd  that  the  defend- 
ant is  a married  man,  or  is  liable  for  the 
support  of  any  person  or  persons  depend- 
ent upon  him,  and  the  moneys  attached  are 
due  him  or  them  for  wages  a sum  equal  to 
$7.00  per  week  to  be  exempt  where  in  the 
opinion  of  the  magistrate  or  Justices  of  the 


Peace  it  is  necessary  for  the  support  of 
those  legally  dependent  upon  him  the 
defendant. 

All  judgments  recovered  before  Justices 
of  the  Peace  may  be  registered  with  the 
Division  Court  Clerk,  in  the  Division  Court 
limit  in  which  the  judgment  is  recovered 
upon  payment  of  twenty-five  cents,  and 
thereafter  all  proceedings  may  be  taken  in 
the  Division  Court  for  the  recovery  of 
same. 

8th  Resolution. — Re  a higher  rate  on  the 
Assessed  value  of  Department  Stores. 

That  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
present  rate  be  allowed  to  stand,  and  that 
when  the  new  act  comes  into  operation  that 
a comparison  be  made  as  to  the  relative 
amount  these  stores  pay  in  comparison  with 
other  merchants 

They  also  recommended  that  we  ask  the 
Provincial  Legislature  of  Ontario  at  its  next 
session  to  reduce  the  rate  on  Coal  and  Wood 
dealers  to  the  same  amount  as  other  Retail 
Merchants  are  paying.  Both  of  these  re- 
commendations were  unanimously  adopted. 

TRADE  IMPROVEMENT. 

9th  Resolution  — Re  Freight  and  Cariage 
charges  by  Railways. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Zieman,  of  Preston,  Chairman 
of  this  Committee,  reported  as  follows. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they 
recommend  this  Association  to  take 
immediate  action  and  lay  before  the  Rail- 
way officials  the  present  unfair  system  of 
charging  cartage  rates  at  both  receiving  and 
distributing  ends. 

In  speaking  to  this  recommendation  Mr. 
Zieman  said  that  the  committee  were 
unanimous  in  opposing  the  present  system. 
A large  quantity  of  correspondence  was  laid 
before  the  Committee  received  from  all 
parts  of  the  Province  and  Dominion  and 
all  protesting  that  the  Railway  companies 
in  order  to  secure  as  much  trade  as  possible 
have  entered  i.  to  a contract  with  certain 
cartage  companies  to  deliver  and  collect 
freight.  So  instead  of  leaving  the  shippers 
to  look  after  and  bear  the  expense  of 
delivering  their  goods  at  the  railway  stations 
the  railway  company  looks  after  that  and 
pay  the  cartage  company,  they  then  collect 
the  cartage  along  with  the  freight,  therefore 
by  these  methods  the  dealers  at  outside 
points  have  for  years  been  compelled  to  pay 
cartage  from  the  wholesale  warehouses  to 
the  depots,  while  they  the  wholesalers 
deliver  their  goods  free  to  city  dealers. 

The  merchants  in  outside  points  do  not 
object  to  pay  if  necessary  the  cost  of  delivery 
from  the  depot  to  their  own  places  but  can- 
not see  why  they  should  pay  at  both  ends. 
Several  other  members  entered  into  the  dis- 
cussion and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Zieman 
seconded  by  Mr.  Hamilton  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  Committee  wras  adopted. 

10th  Resolution — Re  our  Contract  Plan. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  every 
effort  be  made  by  this  Board  to  support  in 
every  way  the  Price  Conti  act  Plan  as  pro- 
posed and  now  in  operation  by  some  sec- 
tions of  our  Association  and  we  recom- 
mend every  Section  to  apply  it  wherever 
possible.  Carried. 

11th  Resolution—  Re  Circulation  of  Mutil- 
ated Coins. 

Your  Committee  have  considered  the 
report  legarding  the  circulation  of  mutilated 
coins  and  recommend  that  the  Dominion 
Government  make  the  law  regarding  the 
same  more  public  so  as  to  prevent  their 
circulation.  Carried. 

12th  Resolution — Re  Increased  Fire  Insur- 
ance Rates. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  present  system  of  charging  insurance 
rates  is  not  an  equitable  one,  and  that  this 
Association  ask  insurance  companies  to 
readjust  their  rates  according  to  the  amount 
of  insurance  carried  and  also  the  height  of 
the  building.

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siderable  discussion.  Mr.  T.  F.  Kingsmill, 
of  London,  delivered  a very  interesting 
address  on  the  subject  and  pointed  out  that 
the  attention  of  all  insurance  companies 
should  be  called  to  the  necessity  of  having 
intelligent  inspectors,  who  were  familiar 
with  the  value  of  buildings  and  to  general 
trade  conditions. 

He  advised  the  merchants  to  look  well 
into  the  financial  standing  of  any  Insurance 
Company  before  placing  a risk,  he  regretted 
that  the  fire  which  occurred  recently  in 
Toronto  had  undermined  the  capital  of  some 
Insurance  Companies,  but  the  primary 
cause  was  not  in  his  mind  the  result  of  the 
fire,  but  it  was  the  large  expense  these 
companies  were  under  in  doing  business, 
and  which  had  been  eating  into  their 
capital  account. 

A general  discussion  followed  and  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  was  unanimously 
carried. 

I3th  Resolution. — Re  Reduced  rates  for 
Telephone  and  Electric  Light  service. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  best  means  to  bring  about  a reduction 
in  the  price  to  users  of  Electric  Light,  of 
which  Retail  Merchants  are  the  largest  users, 
is  either  to  have  Municipal  ownership  of 
Electric  Light  plants  or  to  have  a 
competitive  system. 

The  same  remedy  we  think  should  apply 
to  the  Telephone  service,  only  instead  of 
Municipal  ownership  telephones  should  be 
under  Government  ownership,  the  same  as 
the  postal  ownership,  but  providing  we 
cannot  obtain  this  we  strongly  recommend 
that  the  Telephone  service  should  be  left 
open  to  competition. 

This  question  was  also  very  fully  dis- 
cussed and  the  attention  of  the  represent- 
atives of  the  various  Municipalities  was 
called  to  the  new  invention  of  the  Stark 
Telephone,  Light  and  Power  Co. , whereby 
the  three  services  were  combined  and  which 
will  soon  be  in  operation  in  Toronto 
Junction,  when  its  practical  use  can  be 
demonstrated.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
was  adopted. 

14th  Resolution  — Re  Secretary’s  report. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
wish  to  convey  their  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  these  gentlemen  during 
the  past  seven  years.  If  any  man  deserves 
the  thanks  of  the  Retail  Merchants  of 
Ontario  it  is  the  Secretary  of  •*  The  Retail 
Merchants  Association  of  Canada.”  And 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
the  Secretary  be  allowed  the  same  per 
centage  of  fees  from  the  several  Branch 
Associations  that  he  receives  from  the  To- 
ronto Branch  Wo  regard  this  as  a very 
small  remuneration  for  his  services  but  we 
hope  that  he  will  be  rewarded  in  the  future 
more  in  keeping  with  the  immense  amount 
of  work  that  he  has  done  aud  is  doing  than 
he  has  been  in  the  past.  Carried.

From  the  first  moment  our  Association 
was  formed  until  the  present  time  Retail 
Druggists  have  taken  an  active  part  in  it. 

The  Merchant  Tailors  formed  the  first 
section  of  the  Toronto  Branch  and  the 
Retail  Druggists  the  second,  and  from  the 
day  of  their  formation  until  the  present  they 
have  been  doing  excellent  work  to  improve 
their  trade  conditions.  Considerable  ex- 
perimental work  has  been  going  on.  The 
Price  Contract  Plan  had  its  origin  with 
them  and  they  have  developed  and  tested  it 
sufficiently  to  enable  them  to  ask  their 
fellow  Retail  Druggists  throughout  the  Do 
minion  to  join  hands  with  them  and  see  that 
it  is  properly  carried  out.  The  first 
practical  step  in  this  direction  was  taken  on 
Wednesday,  July  13th  at  10  o’clock  a in. 
when  representatives  appointed  from  the 
various  districts  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
were  called  together  to  consider  a trade 
improvement  plan  submitted  to  the  retail 
trade  by  the  Canadian  Wholesale  Druggists 
Association.  After  a full  consideration  of 
the  agreement  had  been  completed,  upon 
motion  it  was  decided  to  form  a Provincial 
Drug  Section  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  and  the  following  Executive 
Officers  were  elected  :

DULL  TIMES  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  material  falling  off  in  cheese  exports 
to  Great  Britain  forces  the  sad  truth  upon 
us  that  it  is  an  indication  of  a general 
trade  depression.  Many  men  are  out  of 
employment,  and  throughout  every  trade 
and  profession  increasing  difficulty  is 
being  experienced  in  collecting  money  for 
goods  supplied  or  work  done.  Yet  all  the 
while  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life 
shows  a tendency  to  increase.  Charitable 
institutions  are  in  the  depths  of  despair, 
while  Stock  Exchange  stagnation  is  no 
longer  heeded,  complaints  haviug  become 
ohrouic.  Deposits  in  the  Post  Office  Sav- 
ings Bank  this  year  show  a falling  off 
averaging  more  than  £1,000,000. 

The  reason  for  this  serious  state  of 
affairs  is  mainly  the  enormous  and 
growing  taxation  and  the  rapidly 
increasing  rates,  which  draw  money  from 
business,  and  trade  must  suffer  in  conse- 
quence. 

The  depression  has  been  noticed  for 
some  time  past.  The  business  of  the 
theatres  in  London  was  very  bad  during 


the  present  year  and  the  hotel  business 
has  suffered  considerably. 

In  wines,  jewelry  and  fancy  goods  the 
falling  off  in  sales  is  particularly  notice- 
able and  articles  used  in  the  home  have 
been  growing  in  price,  provisions  par- 
ticularly being  comparatively  dear.  Land- 
lords have  to  pay  more  taxes  and  conse- 
quently they  ask  higher  rents,  but  salaries 
have  not  increased,  on  the  contrary  the 
labor  market  is  overcrowded.  Railway 
receipts  also  show  a deorease,  and  people 
in  all  stations  of  life  are  practising 
economy  because  they  are  obliged  to  do  so. 
The  South  African  war  increased  taxation, 
and  the  increased  cost  of  living  are  the 
main  causes  of  the  present  deplorable  state 
of  trade  in  England.

CONDITIONS  OF  BUSINESS. 

Last  month  can  be  termed . fairly 
good,  in  spite  that  towards  the  close  of 
it  a slackening  in  some  lines  was  notice 
able.  Business  is  generally  good  and 
there  is  reason  to  assume  that  this  will 
continue  for  some  time.  The  marketing 
of  a good  cut  of  timber  and  the  good 
crop  prospects  are  a very  pleasant 
feature  and  the  outlook  is  very 
encouraging.  The  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  tourist  business,  since  the 
warm  weather  set  in,  is  very  welcome, 
and  since  the  advent  of  the  latter, 
dealers  who  were  rather  cautious  in 
buying,  are  also  receiving  an  encourage- 
ment by  the  movement  of  the  summer 
stock.  In  New  Brunswick  and  Quebec 
navigation  is  making  strides  and  in 
Ontario  the  outlook  is  reported  to  be 
very  bright.  The  firm  ruling  prices  and 
the  prospects  of  a good  harvest  makes 
the  feeling  prevail  that  people  will  have 
more  money  to  spend  than  usual.  The 
large  influx  of  settlers  in  Manitoba  is  a 
very  good  omen  for  the  future  and  an 
increased  demand  for  all  kinds  of 
staples  will  be  the  natural  consequence 
of  this  immigration,  which,  coupled  with 
the  prospects  of  a good  harvest,  cannot 
fail  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  Agricul- 
tural conditions  and  mining  affairs  are 
improving  in  British  Columbia  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  fear  any  falling  off  in 
those  Provinces.

DELAPIDATED  NEGRO 
COLONY  IN  ONTARIO. 

When  the  civil  war  broke  out,  the 
Dominion  Government  made  a crown 
grant  to  the  Rev.  Wm.  King,  an  English 
minister,  of  ten  square  miles  in  the 
western  peninsula  of  Ontario  to  be 
devoted  to  the  settlement  of  negroes. 

Before  the  conflict  ended  more  than 
2400  fugitive  slaves  were  settled  at 
Buxton,  located  in  the  centre  of  what 
is  now  Kent  county.  The  negroes 
were  granted  political  rights  equal  to 
those  of  British  subjects  and  each  one 
was  given  100  acres  at  ii.oo  an  acre, 
to  be  paid  for  in  three  years.  The  land 
was  heavily  timbered  and  means  to 
clear  a part  for  agricultural  purposes 
was  supplied  from  English  sources. 

On  account  of  the  energy  of  the 
population  the  place  attracted  general 
attention  but  gradually  the  conditions 
changed.  From  mortgaging  their 
lands  the  negroes  gradually  sold  them 
and  drifted  away.  All  that  remains 
to  day  to  denote  the  site  of  the  black 
man’s  town  are  a few  colored  families 
occupying  rented  farms  or  residences 
owned  by  white  neighbors.  The  stores 
at  Buxton  are  conducted  by  whites, 
though  their  only  patrons  are  negroes. 
The  colony  is  preparing  to  celebrate 
the  half  century  anniversary  of  its 
existence.

ADVERTISING  AS  AN  ART. 

Advertising  is  very  much  like  plow- 
ing, it  is  of  different  kinds,  you  can 


either  skim  over  the  top  and  leave  only 
a slight  impression  or  you  can  go 
deeper  in  the  ground  and  draw  a solid 
furrow.  As  a rule  every  business  man 
has  some  ability  as  an  advertiser,  but  not 
everyone  is  making  proper  use  of  this 
gift  and  the  consequence  is  that  his 
talent  along  this  line  grows  rather  rusty. 
To  acquire  advertising  skill  is  to  try  to 
excel  in  advertising  .and  put  conscienti- 
ous consideration  into  the  subject. 
Efforts  must  be  made  to  improve  every 
ad  and  the  best  way  to  obtain  results  is 
to  study  human  nature  and  the  human 
heart,  and  give  to  the  publicity  such 
features,  that  appeal  to  them.  Some 
men  are  better  students  than  other, 
but  all  may  become  by  dint  of  labor  im- 
proved to  a certain  extent.  Per  aspera 
ad  astra  can  also  be  said  of  the  study  of 
the  art  of  advertising  and  the  only  way 
to  be  sure  is  to  make  the  effort,  and 
if  the  results  are  not  satisfactory  a close 
investigation  will  show  where  the  fault 
lies  and  what  kind  of  improvements 
should  be  made. 

Experienced  advertisers  and  adver- 
tising agencies  know  that  not  all  public- 
ations are  of  value  for  an  advertise- 
ment, as  for  instance  papers  with  very 
small  circulation  or  periodicals,  which 
do  not  circulate  among  persons  who 
could  or  would  be  attracted  by  the 
advertisement. 

An  advertiser  who  wants  to  attract  at- 
tention must  never  underestimate  the 
importance  of  such  details  in  his  efforts 
to  reach  the  public,  and  never  expend 
a dollar  for' an  ad  in  a discredited  or 
worthless  publication,  but  should  select 
carefully  only  first-class  mediums,  of 
which  there  are  enough  and  only  by 
adhering  to  them  he  will  obtain  the 
best  results.  Sometimes  it  is  found 
very  useful  to  have  an  ad  accompanied 
by  a cut.  However,  it  must  be  also 
borne  in  mind,  that  there  are  a hundred 
and  one  other  ways  of  winning  new 
trade,  besides  continuous  advertising  in 
different  publications.  To  price  goods 
in  plain  figures  inside  the  store  as  well 
as  iu  the  show  windows,  is  a good  policy 
and  it  attracts  many  an  eye.  To  post 
bills  and  paper  posters  along  roads,  on 
bridges,  etc.,  is  of  little  value  as  adver- 
tisements. It  is  well  to  send  out 
circulars  about  twice  a year,  before  the 
opening  of  the  season.  Many  a suc- 
cessful business  man,  in  summing  up 
and  telling  the  secrets  of  his  success, 
never  omits  to  mention  his  great  help- 
mate the  printer’s  ink.

The  department  of  trade  and  commerce 
has  forwarded  to  the  provincial  govern- 
ment of  British  Columbia,  a cheque  for 
$225,000,  which  is  the  province’s  share  of 
the  poll  tax  collected  on  Chinese  for  the 
past  fiscal  year.

Linens 
and  woollen  goods  are  firm,  cotton  goods 
however  easien  Teas  were  in  %ood  demand 
sugars  were  higher,  and  the  trade  in  grocer- 
ies has  been  fair.  Activity  was  reported  in 
hardware  and  metal  circles.  Limited  sup- 
plies in  wheat  produced  a rise  in  prices — 
general  produce  however  changed  little.

TRADE  IN  TORONTO. 

In  Toronto,  general  wholesale  trade  has 
been  fair  during  the  last  week  of  July. 
However,  it  is  admitted  that  the  total  vol- 
ume of  trade  in  dry  goods  of  that  month  is 
hardly  up  to  that  of  July  of  last  year. 
Prospects  are  good,  and  an  active  Fall  busi- 
ness is  anticipated.  The  hay  crop,  on  the 
whole,  has  been  satisfactory.  Spring  grains 
are  doing  well,  but  the  fall  wheat  yield  will 
be  light. 

TRADE  IN  MONTREAL. 

At  Montreal,  general  trade  conditions 
varied  very  little.  There  has  been  little 
activity  in  the  dry  goods  warehouses,  and 
city  retail  business  iu  this  line  is  reported 
quiet.  Except  sugars  and  heavy  goods 
generally,  groceries  were  moving  slowly. 
The  decline  in  prices  of  cheese  is  due  to  the 
material  falling  off  in  exports.  The  local 
refineries  advanced  the  values  of  sugar. 


CHINA,  CROCKERY  AND  GLASSWARE 

Great  activity  is  reigning  in  china, 
crockery  and  glassware  circles,  for  the 
present  time  is  the  starting  point  for  the 
Fall  trade  and  salesmen  are  getting  ready 
to  start  out  on  their  trips,  which  are  the 
most  important  during  the  year,  as  far  as 
results  are  concerned. 

HARDWARE  AND  MACHINERY. 

Everything  goes  to  indicate  a more  con- 
fident feeling  in  these  lines,  as  inquiries 
are  coming  in  well  and  the  demand  in 
machinery  especially  is  still  continuing 
fairly  good.  Iron  pipes  and  fittings  are 
selling  almost  at  cost,  owing  to  keen  com- 
petition, and  the  volume  of  business  is 
increasing.  The  hardware  houses  are  ex- 
periencing a continuous  diminuition  of 
business  and  are  expecting  to  be  soon  in  the 
regular  quiet  season. 


PROVISIONS  AND  DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

Owing  to  conditions  of  the  weather  no 
great  activity  is  noticeable  on  the  fresh 
meat  market,  smoked  meats  however  are  in 
good  demand.  Conditions  for  cheese 
exporters  are  somewhat  improving,  but 
the  butter  market  is  rather  inactive  and 
dull. 

LEATHER  MARKET. 

Normal  conditions  are  prevailing  and 
the  market  is  firm.  Inquiries  have  been 
received  for  packer  hides  of  certain  des- 
criptions and  the  prices  of  tanner’s  raw 
stuffs  are  normal. 

THE  SHOE  TRADE. 

A temporary  lull  in  the  regular  Fall 
trade  business  is  noticeable  owing  to  slow- 
ness in  the  retail  trade.  A very  good 
demand  was  prevailing  for  tans  especially 
for  the  finer  lines. 

WALL  PAPER 

The  new  season  commences  with  the 
month  of  July,  the  importers  and  factories 
who  for  months  have  been  busy  designing 
new  patterns,  getting  their  sample  books 
in  shape,  and  sending  out  their  salesmen 
with  many  novelties  pleasing  to  the  eye  of 
the  customer. 

DRY  GOODS. 

Business  continues  to  be  fair  and  all  in- 
dicate an  active  season  for  fall  and  winter 
goods.  Owing  to  the  strength  in  prices 
of  raw  materials,  fine  woollen  goods  are 
reported  to  be  firm,  and  business  is  con- 
sidered to  be  generally  good.  The  cotton 
industry  in  Canada  is  very  dull,  while  the 
huge  importations  force  the  dry  goods  de- 
partment of  the  custom  house  to  work 
overiime. 

GROCERIES. 

Coffee  is  firm,  with  a scarcity  in  low 
giade  Rios.  An  active  demand  for  sugar 
continues  and  prices  remain  unchanged. 
Syrup,  molasses,  spices  and  tea  rule  quite 
and  show  no  change,  and  the  same  can  be 
said  of  dried  fruits.  The  wholesale  busi- 
ness in  groceries  is  reported  to  continue 
fairly  good.  There  are  rumors  current  fn 
the  coffee  trade  that  estimates  have  been 
received  placing  the  yield  of  the  present 
Rio  and  Santo  crops  at  9, 000; 000  bags 
maximum. 

HIDE,  SKINS  AND  W0CL. 

Owing  to  the  rise  of  wools  iu  the  English 
market,  quotations  in  the  Canadian 
market  are  reported  to  be  rising  as  a direct 
consequence.  Trade  is  considered  to  be 
generally  good. 

OIL  AND  PAINT. 

Orders  are  coming  in  by  mail,  as  well  as 
from  travellers  and  trade  is  continuing 
good  in  all  lines.  Linseed  oil  in  Canada 
is  unaffected  by  the  weakness  in  the  United 
States,  but  the  steady  advance  of  this 
commodity  in  England  has  directly  in- 
fluenced the  Canadian  market  and  a rise 
in  price  is  the  outcome.  Beyond  this  no 
especial  change  has  taken  place. 

FINANCIAL. 

Canada’s  debt,  which  reached  its  highest 
point  two  years  ago,  when  it  amounted  to 
about  $272,000,000,  received  a reduction 
last  year  of  seven  million,  and  according 
to  the  budget  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  a 
further  reduction  of  seven  and  one-half 
million  in  the  national.debt  is  announced, 
which  proves  that  the  country  is  in  a sound 
condition.
